MARIA  MONTESSORI      1870-1952 


"Back  to  Basics"  has  become  the  rallying  cry  of  a  growing  group  of  persons  who  fear  that  "Modern  "pedagogy  has  not  done  and 
will  not  do  the  job  of  educating  America's  children.  As  it  happens  all  too  often,  there  is  no  universal  concept  of  either  "Basics" 
or  "Modem"  pedagogy;  the  meaning  of  the  terms  are  different  to  each  individual,  however  most  seem  to  agree  that  they  apply 
to  the  elementary  school. 

Maria  Montessori,  on  the  other  hand,  had  clear  ideas  about  what  a  child  should  do  in  school  during  the  years  from  6  to  12  as 
well  as  a  sound  basis  for  those  ideas.  She  said,  "What  I  tell  you  is  not  a  theory  I  have  conceived  a  priori  (before  examination  and 
analysis).  It  is  something  I  have  learned  from  observation  of  the  child  and  from  experience  with  the  children  themselves." 

She  went  on  to  say  "It  is  characteristic  of  the  human  mind  to  want  to  rest  on  a  sure  basis  and  not  to  remain  doubtful  and  vaguely 
in  suspense,  where  there  is  no  mental  calm,  but  agitation.  One  must  have  a  sure  plan  upon  which  to  continue  development  and 
this  allows  the  mind  to  work  more  easily.  One  must  know  in  order  to  learn." 

Montessori  defined  as  the  responsibility  of  the  teacher  the  maintenance  of  an  environment  which  contains  all  the  physical 
elements  necessary  to  present  the  materials  to  the  child  and  allow  him  to  assimilate  it  and  make  it  part  of  himself.  The  teacher 
proceeds  with  him  along  the  path  of  knowledge,  sometimes  trudging  step  by  step  and  sometimes  leaping,  but  always  teaching 
him  all  the  things  envisioned  in  the  plan. 

Perhaps  what  the  "Back  to  Basics"  people  really  want  is  not  so  much  a  style  of  pedagogy  but  a  return  to  the  principle  that  the 
Montessori  School  has  never  left;  that  the  child  must  be  equipped  day  by  day  with  the  skills  and  tools  he  needs  to  construct  day 
by  day  his  own  intellectual  edifice.
